DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses an insertion - molded cylindrical article having a cylindrical molded body 
including a sidewall portion, but fails to disclose a sidewall portion having an inner surface and 
an outer surface, and a sheet - shaped insert having an upper edge and a lower edge that define 
the length of the sheet - shaped insert, bonded to said outer surface of said sidewall portion, and 
an injection gate mark positioned on said inner surface, wherein said injection gate mark is 
positioned, as a result of the injection, at said inner surface of the cylindrical molded body 
between said upper and lower edges of said insert so as to be at a position corresponding to a 
position on said inner surface that is covered by said insert.
